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CURRENT ITEMS 


POPULATION The recently announced British plan for the partition 
OF of Palestine and the related agitations and armed ris- 
PALESTINE ings have focused world attention on the acute polit- 
ical problems of that country. Palestine presents also 
a very unusual demographic situation which is fundamentally connected 
with the conflict. Since 1933, its population has grown with extreme 
rapidity. Jewish immigrants have flocked to the country, although 
Jews are still heavily outnumbered by their Moslem neighbors. Large 
increases have also come from the excess of births over deaths in all 
religious groups. Today Palestine as a whole has the highest record- 
ed rate of natural increase in the world. The chart on the front 
cover brings out some of the features of this post-War growth. 


Over the fourteen-year period 1922 to1936, while the total pop- 
ulation was increasing by almost 78 per cent, the Jewish population 
increased by over 340 per cent. Jews constituted only about 1l per 
cent of the population in 1922; but by July, 1932, six months before 
the National Socialist revolution in Germany, they had increased to 
about 17 per cent. By 1936 this percentage had shot up to almost 28. 
The residual group, mainly Christian Arabs, grew at about the same 
rate as the Moslems; but they amounted to less than 9 per cent of the 
total population in 1936. 


The inserted panel of the chart shows that the Jewish population 
has grown chiefly from migration, the Moslem, from natural increase. 
Indeed, from 1922 to 1936 migratory increase among the Moslems was 
less than 4 per cent, whereas among the Jews it was about 280 per 
cent. The absolute natural increase of the Moslems was roughly equal 
to the absolute migratory increase of the Jews. There was little 
emigration on the part of any religious group. 


Along with this tremendous net immigration, Palestine continued 
to have the largest rate of natural increase on record. It averaged 
23.7 per 1,000 population for 1931-1935. The Moslem birth rate has 
shown no tendency todecline over the period under consideration. For 
the years 1931-1935 it averaged 50.2, a figure not far short of the 
physiological limit. The birth rate of the Jews, in spite of their 
increasingly favorable age-composition, decreased from around 35 in 
1922-1925 to 30 in 1931-1935. The death rate of the Moslems like 
their birth rate showed little trend. It averaged 25.3 for 1931-1935. 
The corresponding rate for the Jews was only 9.3 and had dropped from 
13.6 for 1922-1925. Persons of other religious faiths have exhibited 
intermediate rates. 


It is not implied that population pressure isatthe root of the 
Jewish-Arab conflict. Rapid industrialization of certain areas and 
the introduction of improved agricultural methods apparently have 
been able to provide for the population increase so far. It seems to 
be generally agreed that political fears and rivalries are the under- 
lying causes of the strife, although economic competition has con- 
tributed somewhat. The rapid influx of Jews has excited the nation- 
alistic and religious feelings of the Arabs.

It is impossible to predict the future course of Jewish immigra- 
tion. OnOctober 20, 1937 the Palestine Government changed the basis 
of the immigration quota from economic absorptive capacity to "polit- 
ical capacity" and set a tentative quota for Jewish immigration in 
the next eight months at 8,000. The actual immigration in 1936 was 
about 30,000. The action brought widespread protests from Jews and 
a reminder from the League of Nations that the terms of the mandate 
stipulated the regulation of immigration by economic absorptive capac-— 
ity. Meantime the rise to power of an anti-Semitic party in Roumania 
and continued anti-Semitism elsewhere in Central Europe should pro- 
vide a large supply of potential immigrants. 


It is obvious that even if immigration were shut off entirely 
the excess of births over deaths would continue toyield a rapid pop- 
ulation growth. Demographers will watch with interest the impact of 
the Jewish migrants with their Western industry and sanitation on the 
native stocks, whose birth rates greatly exceed even their extremely 
high death rates. Palestine offers almost a laboratory for demo- 
graphic theorists. For recent literature on the population of Pales- 
tine see Titles 63-65, 238, and 284. 


URBAN RATES OF Through the courtesy of Dr. Bernard D. Karpinos, 
NET REPRODUCTION the Index presents for the first time estimated 

net reproduction rates for all the large cities 
in the United States. Table 4 of the "Statistics" section shows 
these rates for the white population of each city having 25,000 or 
more inhabitants in 1930. Dr. Karpinos has analyzed them and ex- 
plained his methods of computation in an article forthcoming in the 
American Journal of Sociology. 








The figures are important not only for the information they 
yield on urban reproduction but also because they illustrate the ef- 
fective use of indirect methods when specific fertility rates are 
lacking. The ordinary or direct method of computing the net repro— 
duction rate was outlined ina"Current Item" of April, 1937. In the 
present indirect method, Dr. Karpinos uses enumerated children under 
age one rather than urban births, which were not available allocated 
to mother's residence. His principal steps are listed in the foot-— 
note to the table. 


Because of the broad assumptions implicit in this procedure, 
wide margins of error might be expected. Yet Dr. Karpinos and others 
who have examined the rates estimate that on the average they deviate 
only slightly from those that would have been found by the direct 
method. Several checks, explicit or indicative, revealed but small 
differences. Obviously, the accuracy of both direct and indirect 
methods is impaired by flaws in the basic data, whether registered 
births or enumerated population under one year of age. Hence agree— 
ment of the rates with those calculated by the direct method is no 
guarantee of their accuracy. 


It is well know that urban fertility in the United States in 
1930 was below the level of permanent replacement. It is surprising, 
however, that even the unweighted average of the net reproduction 
rates in Table 4 stands as low as 0.85. The vast majority of the 











cities had rates below unity and nearly one-fourth were below 75 per 
cent of replacement. The present rates are unquestionably even lower 
than those of 1930. 


The rates tended to be highest in the Northeastern States, in- 
cluding New England, the Middle Atlantic, and the East North Central 
Divisions. They were somewhat lower in the South and much lower in 
the Pacific States, where three-fourths of the cities of 25,000 or 
more had net reproduction rates below 0.75. The inclusion of foreign- 
born whites contributed to the relatively high rates in the North- 
east, and comparatively faulty enumeration of young children may be 
partly responsible for the low level of the rates for Southern cities. 


There was a distinct tendency for the rates to vary inversely 
with size of city. Most of the cities in which the population was 
more than reproducing itself contained large proportions of foreign 
born. Many of them were centers of heavy industry such as Bethlehem, 
Gary, East Chicago, andFlint. The net reproduction rates ranged from 
1.50 inAliquippa, Pa. to 0.25 inAtlantic City. For further analysis, 
the reader is again referred to"The Differential True Rates of Growth 
of the White Population in the United States and their Probable Ef- 
fects on the General Growth of the Population", the forthcoming arti- 
cle by Dr. Karpinos. 


U.S.S.R. The November 15th number of the Russian News Bulletin, 

CENSUS issued by the Institute for the Study of Contemporary 

QF 1937 Russia, gives the following official statement made by 
the Soviet Government on September 26, 1957: 








"In view of the fact that the general census on January 6th, 
1937, was carried out by the Central Office of Economic Records of the 
Plan Commission with the grossest violation both of the elementary 
basis of statistical science, and also of the instructions given by 
the government, the Council of Commissars has recognized the organiza- 
tion of the census as unsatisfactory, and its material as defective. 
The Soviet of Commissars of U.S.S.R. lays upon the Central Office of 
Economic Records the task of taking a new census in January, 1939." 


The announcement is confirmed by Notiziario demografico. (See 
Title 100.) Apparently no further explanation of this action has 
been given. ' 


The U.S.S.R. attempted two previous censuses of population. The 
first effort was made in 1920 in the midst of civil war. The census 
of 1926 was more successful although it is said tohave suffered from 
serious defects in administration. All subsequent estimates have 
been based upon this census. Incidentally, no country-wide vital 
statistics have been released since 1925. 


The Russian News Bulletin states that the abortive 1937 census 
was undertaken by a much more thoroughly trained staff and was pre- 
ceded by a more extensive educational press campaign than was the 
census of 1926, the results of which were published. It goes on to 
Suggest as an undeclared reason for rejecting the new census the prob- 
ability that the count fell short of previously published estimates. 
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Those released shortly before the 1937 census were between 175 and 
180 million, a very large increase over the 147 million enumerated 
in 1926. The estimates were apparently extrapolations or even mere 
"quotas" of population growth similar tothe other goals of the Soviet 
Plans. They may not have taken account of facilitated abortion, fam- 
ine, and other factors retarding population growth. Such an addi- 
tional reason for suppressing the census remains a mere conjecture. 


There is some evidence that part of the census data is being used. 
They apparently formed the basis of recent estimates of the numbers 
in broad social-economic classes. At any rate demographers will 
have to wait at least until 1939 for any accurate and comprehensive 
description of the growth and composition of the Russian population. 


TWENTY-FIVE YEARS An unusually interesting account of one of the 
OF HEALTH PROGRESS most dramatic developments in the past quarter 

century is available in Twenty-Five Years of 
Health Progress: A study of the mortality experience among Industrial 
policyholders in the Metropolitan Life Insurance Company, 1911-1935, 
by Louis I. Dublin and Alfred J. Lotka. The period covered included 
the World War and the most deadly epidemic of modern times. It was 
also the period of the greatest gains ever made in the control of 
mortality. During this time the average length of life of the wage- 
earning population increased from 46.6 to 60.3 years, or by about 30 
per cent. Tuberculosis dropped from the leading cause of death, ac- 
counting annually for about 242 deaths per 100,000 population, to sev- 
enth place with a rate of 56. Such deadly diseases as typhoid fever, 
diphtheria, and diarrhea andenteritis became relatively unimportant. 




















The book is based on the experience of about 347 million years 
of life in the wage-earning population of the United States and Canada 
yielding carefully checked records of more than 3 million deaths dur- 
ing the years 1911 to 1935. This unique body of data, analyzed by 
cause of death, sex, age, and color, yields a sharp picture of re- 
markable successes and some disappointing failures in the control of 
death. The text is an able, straightforward account directed primar- 
ily tothe nontechnical reader but the material presented, particular- 
ly in the appendices, is a mine of information for vital statisti- 
cians. The contents of the volume are noted in Title 117.

Scripps Foundation, of the population at five-year intervals from 
1930 to 1980 by age, sex, and color-nativity based on various com- 
binations of assumed schedules of fertility, mortality, and migra- 
tion. The assumed schedules are also given in detail. (2) Crude and 
standardized ratios of children to women by size of commmity and by 
divisions and states for three color-nativity groups in 1910, 1920, 
and 1930. (3) State life tables for the white population in 1929- 
1931 prepared by the Metropolitan Life Insurance Company. The re- 
ports include much other material of equal value. 





The volumes were prepared for the Urbanism Committee and the 
Committee on Population Problems of the National Resources Committee. 
Those on National Data and State Data amount to appendices to the 
Population Committee's main report, Problems of aChanging Population. 
This larger report was prepared by ahighly competent technical staff 
under the direction of Dr. Frank Lorimer and with the assistance of 
several of the country's other leading demographers. It has not been 
published. General satisfaction with the volumes just published will 
be overshadowed by disappointment at the long delay in the release of 
this extremely valuable and timely scientific work.

‘THE SECOND YEAR OF This issue begins the second year of the Index. 
POPULATION INDEX With it a few changes are introduced. Each 

number will include an "Index of Authors" in 
addition to an "Index of Countries". The scope of the "Statistics" 
section will be enlarged by the inclusion from time to time of tabu- 
lar material made available by contributors, such as that from Dr. 
Karpinos in Table 4 of this number. Minor changes have been made in 
the process of manufacture in order to yield more legible copy. 
Further expansion of the Index entailing additional expense will de- 
pend largely upon a continued increase in circulation. 


During the past year there was an encouraging increase in the 
number of institutions subscribing to the Index. The list now in- 
cludes the libraries of most leading universities and many colleges, 
some public libraries, and a number of public and private research 
agencies, here and abroad. However, the circulation remains small 
relative to the cost of publication.

ATION OF AMERICA ceived on December 14, 1937 from the President, 
Dr. Warren S. Thompson: 

"At the meeting of the Board of Directors of the Population As-— 
sociation of America in New York, November 8, the matter of the next 
meeting of the Association was discussed. As a result, Dr. Lorimer 
asked for suggestions regarding the program in the circular letter 
he sent to members a few days later. About three weeks ago I also 
sent some tentative suggestions to the members of the Board with the 
request for additional suggestions and comments. Up to the present 














time there has been almost no response to Dr. Lorimer's request. The 
responses in hand from the members of the Board of Directors indicate 
a marked preference for a quiet meeting somewhat similar to the one 
at Princeton and for a discussion of problems that are primarily of 
interest tostudents of population. Thus the suggestion that Popula- 
tion Policy be the central theme of the meeting met with very little 
favorable response, whereas considerable interest was manifested in 
the suggestion that proposed investigations of topics in which par- 
ticular members are interested be outlined and that the methods of 
research proposed be discussed rather fully -- fewer papers, more 
opportunity for discussion. 


"Population and Unemployment was also suggested as a topic that 
we could well discuss, asking the following questions: 


(1) To what extent is unemployment a population problem? 


(2) What are the probabilities that further mechanization 
will reduce the demand for labor? 


(3) What are the actuarial burdens to be in carrying the 
load of the unemployed? 


(4) What is the relation between the size of population 
and effective demand for commodities? 


"Sometime in February I will undertake to see most, if not all, 
of the members of the Board of Directors in order to arrange for a 
spring meeting. It would be a real help to us if we could have sug- 
gestions from many of you regarding the general type of meeting you 
would like to have the Association hold and the topics you would like 
to have discussed."

The main steps of the 
method were as follows: (a) The specific 
fertility rates of the total white popula- 
tion in each state (computed directly) were 
applied to the actual population in each 
of its cities. The result was the number of 
births expected if the city hadhad the spe- 
cific rates of its state. (b) The "actual" 
number of births was calculated from the 
number of children under one year of age, 
enumeration being assumed 92.02 per cent 
complete. (c) The ratio of "expected" to 
"actual" births was used as a multiplier 


for the specific fertility rates of the 
state in order to obtain the estimated 
specific rates of the city. (d) In find- 
ing the net reproduction rates the Metropo- 
litan Life Insurance Company's Life Table 
for Boston (1929-1930) was used for the cit- 
ies of 100,000 or more, and its Urban Life 
Table (1929-1930) was used for other cities 
(e) Special approximations were necessary for 
cities of 25,000-100,000 inhabitants and for 
those in Maine, South Dakota, and Texas.
